Farmers report 
that the total casualties of old sheep 
and Isn^ may run up into the hun- 
dreds if III* full toUl of those destroy- 
ed by dogs could be ascertained. Bands 
of Strang* dogs are reported as running 
almost wild in the country diatricu at 
night, appearing in flrat one part of the 
county and then another. A dumber 
of the dogs have been killed by farm- 
ers. who are willing to risk prosecution 
under the dog law which makes a ea- 
nins property. 

Col Huff Duddsrar, of the Rowland 
section, reported Wednesday that dogs 
got into his flocks this week and in two 
raids a night apart, killed about 18 
lambs and a dozen ewee. CoU Uudder- 
ar immediately came to town to lay his 
case before County Attorney Burch and 
County Judge Bsiley, seeking protee-

Commercial clubs are doing gi>od work 
in a number of smaller cities in Ken- 
tucky and those who have watched 
some of the reiufts they have Attained 
say that there is no valid reason that 
can be given why Stanford should not 
have one to push forward to the front 
of the proceeeion. 

“There are a number of good things 
and much needed Improvement*, which 
could undoubtedly be secured by con- 
certed effort,” said a well-known bus- 
ineas man to the Intkrior Journal All 
we need is for some of the young fel- 
lows who have energy and determina- 
tion to go to the tront in the matter. 
There's no use going after things too 
big at the start. Aim at something 
that can be attained; go to work for 
improvement of sanitary conditions in 
the city, for a better eewerage eystem, 
for a new depot, or for better streets. 
Every business man in town ought to 
feel a personal intiirest in such a move- 
ment and be willing to help it all be 
can.” 

It has been suggested that one of the 
first things that a commercial club 
could find to do would be to arrange a 
suitable and appropriate program for 
dedicatory ceremonies for the new court 
house An orator of note could easily 
be secured to make the address of ded- 
ication. The detail* of making such 
arrangements would naturally fall upon 
a commercial club, and it has been sug- 
gested that the affair could be made 
a noteworthy event in the hiatory of 
city and county with a little booeting 
of the right sort. 



Several large size damage suita have 
been filed in the Lincoln circuit court 
for trial at the Msy term.

ceedings instituted by the defendants 
against Mr. Singleton. Attorney Flor- 
ence repreeenta the plaintiff. 

The $5,000 damage suit of Polk 
Barnes against Wm. Monks, of the 
Crab Orchard section, was compromis- 
ed out of court for $100. The damage 
suit was originally brought for alleged 
assault and shooting last Dec«mt>*r, at 
Crab Orchard. 

Doc 
Baugh, of Hustonville, are unable to 
decide which is the owner of nine head 
of horses, and the young man has filed 
suit in court to determine the owner- 
ship.
